could be made to prevent loss 
of water’ than are now in 
practice. 

Dunford was mildly critical 
of the emphasis placed on 
dams in the business of flood 
control. ‘Downstream flood 
control should be comple- 
mented by upstream meth- 
ods,”’ he stated. 

Money for these upstream 
methods must come from Con- 
ress, Dunford added, “And 
t's much easier to see your 
money going into a conceete 
structure than on the hillside.” 

“I wouldn't say that up- 
stream methods alone are the 
answer,”’ he cautioned. ‘‘Last 
winter’s floods in the north 
were of a greater. magnitude 
than could be handled by any 
land management activity, 
and I doubt that you could 
build enough dams to handle 
it either.”’ 

Dunford’s lecture, “Water- | 
shed Management in Forests | 
and Rangelands,’’ was one in 
a weekly University Exten- 
sion series in Montclair on 
California water resources, |
